WEEKENDER PEOPLE 


WITH several friends and family members working 
with children in crisis, Rachel Syrett, from Chard, 
herself a respite worker with social services, joined 
forces with them to invest in their own special needs 
school. 

The team of six poured what they had into setting 
up the business and getting approved staff and reg¬ 
istrations for a year before they could open. 

Meanwhile Rachel trained as an outdoor educator 
and carried on as a part-time book keeper to bring 
a little money in. The directors started with one 
child and the business grew from there, with an in¬ 
creasing amount of the children proving to be on 
the autistic spectrum. 

In 2007 the school was approached by the Na¬ 
tional Autistic Society and they decided to take a 
new direction to specialise in autism and social com¬ 
munication needs. Rachel became head of the inde¬ 
pendent school, named Three Dimensions. 

They now run three homes and the 
school and recently opened the 
not-for-profit sensory centre in 
llminster, where families can 
drop in for companionship 
and information. 



% WHAT led you to this kind 
of work? 

I think you either have a sense 
of servitude or you don't.

GUILTY TRIO HANDED LIFE 
SENTENCES FOR MURDER 


THREE people found guilty of the murder of 
Chard woman Catherine Wells-Burr have been 
handed life sentences with a minimum 32 years 
each behind bars. 

Factory worker Rafal Nowak, from Chard, 
his secret partner Anna Lagwinowocz and her 
uncle Tadeuz Dymtryszyn, both from Taunton, 
all stood trial accused of the murder of 23-year- 
old Catherine on September 12th 2012. They 
all pleaded not guilty throughout the seven- 
week trial. 

Catherine was smothered in her sleep and 
killed at her home in Willow Way, Chard, by 
Nowak. Her body was then placed in the dri¬ 
ver's seat of her own car just off the A358 in 
llminster and set on fire by Lagwinowocz and 
Dymtryszyn at 6am, 20 minutes after Nowak 
clocked in at work at Numatic International, 
Chard. 

The jury heard that the three defendants 
hoped to secure a £123,000 life insurance pay¬ 
out and a half-share of a £137,000 two-bed- 
room house in Chard following the death of 
Catherine. 

After meeting at the Numatic factory in 2010 
Catherine and Nowak had recently bought a 
house and taken out life insurance together, but 
within weeks he was seeing his ex-girlfriend 
Lagwinowocz again. 

The murder came after months of planning, 
secret phone calls between Nowak and his mis¬ 
tress, and a false trail for detectives including 
messages sent to Catherine’s phone from a sup¬ 
posed secret lover. 

Nowak, who has a wife and teenage son in 
Poland, wept in the witness box and insisted he

played no part in the death of his "true love". 

Lagwinowocz frequently shook her head and 
laughed in when Nowak suggested she had 
been responsible for the killing but refused to 
go into the witness box. Dmytryszyn also did 
not give evidence in his defence. 

Judge Mrs Justice Sharp described the mur¬ 
der as "a dreadful, pitiless crime committed in 
cold blood in gross breach of trust". 

Speaking after sentencing Detective Chief In¬ 
spector Simon Crisp said: "We are extremely 
pleased with the life sentences handed to these 
three evil people, for the next 32 years they'll 
have time to reflect on what they have done. 

"While this sentence will never bring Cather¬ 
ine back I hope it goes some way in providing 
some closure knowing that justice has been 
done." 

The family of Catherine Wells-Burr have re¬ 
leased the following statement following the 
conclusion of the trial at Bristol Crown Court: 
“Leanne, Phil and I are here today because of 
the cruel, callous, wicked, evil and sickening 
act of murder against our beautiful Catherine. 

“Catherine was an inspirational, amazing, 
caring, kind, intelligent young woman who had 
her whole life ahead of her with so much po¬ 
tential after gaining her First Class Bachelor of 
Honours Degree in Business Management at 
Bath Spa University. We were all very proud 
of her and the person she had become. 

“The hatred shown to her has truly shocked 
us, especially the hatred shown by Rafal 
Nowak, a man who was meant to have loved 


her. His betrayal to our family has devastated 
us. We treated him like a son and family mem¬ 
ber. 

“Anna Lagwinowicz has been devious, ma¬ 
nipulative and calculating, her actions to create 
such sickening false profiles of Catherine 
demonstrate this and, as a result, these evil peo¬ 
ple have made us question our judge of char¬ 
acter and trust in people - we trust no-one. 

“Our world as we knew it has fallen apart. 
Our lives used to be fun, full of laughter and 
love. We can see no future without our beauti¬ 
ful Catherine. We are heart broken. No prison 
sentence will ever be enough. In this country 
life is not life and we feel it should be .We are 
the ones facing the life sentence without her. 

“We would like to thank Detective Chief In¬ 
spector Simon Crisp and everyone who worked 
on Operation Fascia, especially those who 
spent many hours going through the technical 
data which formed a large part of the evidence 
in this case and in particular our family liaison 
officers, Hilary Bolland and Chris Clegg, who 
have been with us throughout. 

“Richard Smith QC and the prosecution 
team, Audrey Carson of Victim Support - 
Homicide Support Services, a special lady who 
has deeply touched our hearts. This service, 
and Audrey in particular, has helped us in our 
darkest and most difficult of times and has in¬ 
spired us to launch The Catherine Wells-Burr 
Foundation, we hope this will be a lasting 
legacy to her. 

“Our aim in life now is to raise awareness and 
raise as much money as possible for other fam¬ 
ilies of murder victims.”

Cycling club leads to a healthy 
lifestyle for petty officer Justin 


FOR petty officer Justin Dance, cycling as 
a member of 1 st Chard Wheelers has led 
to a healthier lifestyle and new friendships. 

The Naval air traffic controller from Isle 
Brewers, near Ilminster, had been cycling 
since childhood but took up serious moun¬ 
tain biking 10 years ago. He enjoyed the 
off-roading and adventure racing but two 
years ago bought a road bike and fell in 
love with it. 

He said: "Through reading magazines 
and articles on the internet, they all recom¬ 
mended joining a club to improve cycling 
skills and, after looking around, Chard 
Wheelers fitted my needs and I joined 
them in January. 

“I did a lot of mountain biking off-road 
in the Quantocks but a lot of the skills 
transfer. This is my first season of racing, 
which I had never contemplated before, 
but I was chatting to others in the club and 
got curious. 

“I applied for a license and joined British 
Cycling then did my first race in March at 
Merryfield in Ilton - we do laps and it’s 
about 20 miles. It's quite frightening when 
you first start, I looked at some of the other 
bikes and thought their wheels were worth 
more than my bike. 

“When you start you are in the fourth 
category for novices and you have to get 
10 points within that category to get a pro¬ 
motion to the next. You can work your 
way up to the elite category, which can 
lead to being picked for a professional 
team. 

“My aim for this season was to just get

promoted to the third category, my first 
race was dry but the second at Lugershall, 
in Wiltshire, was honking down with rain 
and I got a puncture. I was given a lap out 
and someone gave me a replacement 
wheel. I still managed to come sixth and 
get four points. 

“After my third race at Castle Combe, I 
came second and got eight points so I got 
promoted into the third category. 

“I have lost four stone since August last 
year through cycling so the fitness and the 
lifestyle has been really good for me. At 
my annual medical my blood pressure was 
down too so the proof of the pudding is in 
the eating. I’m now in the healthy part of 
the BMI chart, instead of being borderline 
obese. I am drinking less too because you 
don’t want to be drinking the night before 
a race. 

“One of the things I like about being in 
the club is meeting like-minded people, 
someone is organising a four day tour 
around France in September. 

“What the club do is fantastic, especially 
for the youth riders, they have done well 
in events at the Isle of Man and the velo¬ 
drome in Newport. 

“There was a lull in the popularity of cy¬ 
cling because we have a strong member¬ 
ship up to 16 years old then there is a gap 
and riders from 35 upwards, so it is good 
that it has come back again. 



“I like riding alone as well, it’s a good time to think 
and clear your head. The other morning I went out at 
5.30am, lovely summer’s morning with the dawn chorus, 
no traffic about, there is something special about that. I 
like evenings too, when I can juggle work and the wife 
and I like to cycle to work when I can. 

“I still like mountain biking as well and did a six hour 
endurance ride on Salisbury Plain. I have done 12 hours 
before; my wife is my pit crew and keeps me supplied 
with drinks and energy bars.” 

Justin said he rides an average of 150-200 miles a week 
and has really felt the health benefits. His time in the 
Navy was just extended by five years but he is looking 
to the future and recently took a four-week Level 3 
diploma in bicycle mechanics with the aim of starting a 
small business.

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Frogmary Farm opens gates to students 


FROGMARY Farm in South Petherton took part in the 
the national Open Farm Sunday scheme for the second 
time this week, following on from the success of last 
year when it welcomed more than 900 visitors. 

This year the farm was one of 30 to hold a Open Farm 
Schools Day on Friday, with more than 500 students 
from schools around the area visiting, with each group 
guided around key sites on the farm in turn.

LOWER emissions, greater fuel economy, reduced noise and more 
torque - these are just some of the benefits of the latest 1.5-litre 
dCi diesel engine now in the Nissan Juke. 

Since its launch in the UK at the end of 2010, more than 19,000 
Jukes - around a third of all sales - have been powered by the 
1.5-litre dCi engine. With a host of improvements the new engine 
is expected to be even more popular. 

The changes have boosted maximum torque from 240Nm to 
260Nm at 1,750rpm, with 80 percent of this figure available from 
just 1,500rpm to improve driveability. And with C02 emissions of 
only 109g/km and combined fuel economy of 67.3mpg, the new 
unit is the most efficient engine in the Juke line-up. 

The improvements have been achieved thanks to a host of 
technical changes. 

These include revised piezo-electric fuel injection nozzles, 
which now have a more precise spray pattern for better combus¬ 
tion (with as much as 15 percent less unburnt fuel) and a new, 
more responsive, low-inertia variable geometry turbocharger fed 
by a more direct - and more efficient - air intake path. 

In addition, a closed-loop low-pressure exhaust gas recycling 
(EGR) system, in which the exhaust gas is cooled before being re¬ 
introduced to the intake system, has helped ensure the unit is 
compatible with forthcoming Euro6 emission regulations. 

Other changes include a new thermostatically-controlled vari¬ 
able displacement oil pump which reduces internal friction by 
adapting automatically to the engine's needs and oil viscosity. 

The new diesel features low friction enhancements including 
diamond-like carbon (DLC) coatings for the tappets and now also 
features Nissan's automatic Start/Stop system. With highly effi¬ 
cient smart management technology the engine restarts within 
0.5sec of the clutch being engaged. Reduced combustion noise 
further enhances the unit's overall refinement. 



Changes have also been made to the gear ratios. The 1 st and 
2nd ratios are a little shorter to allow sharper responses at low 
speeds, while the remaining four ratios are slightly longer, taking 
advantage of the improved torque to deliver better fuel effi¬ 
ciency. Over the official combined cycle, the new Juke 1.5-litre 
dCi returns 67.3mpg as opposed to the previous unit's 58.9mpg, 
a 14 per cent improvement. C02 emissions fall from 124g/km to 
109g/km. 

Fuel efficiency is also helped by the use of the Nissan Dynamic 
Control system, which enables the driver to select from three en¬ 
gine settings - Eco, Normal and Sport. This system now not only 
selects appropriate pedal sensitivity settings in Eco and Sport 
modes, but also limits maximum engine torque in Eco mode to 
220Nm. In Normal and Sport, the full 260Nm is available. The 
unit's overall power output remains at 110PS while performance 


figures (109mph maximum speed, 0-62mph in 11.2sec) are also 
unchanged. The new generation engine will be available across 
all Juke grades excluding the NISMO. 

The best-selling model is expected to be the n-tec, which 
showcases new technology such as the latest Nissan Connect 
communication centre. As well as new navigation software and 
a 5.8-inch colour touchscreen, the system incorporates advanced 
features such as Google Send-To-Car, which allows an owner to 
plan a journey on their PC or tablet at home or in the office and 
then send the instructions to the car ahead of the trip. 

"As well as the obvious advantages of lower emissions and im¬ 
proved fuel efficiency, the higher levels of torque from the new 
engine mean greater flexibility and more refined cruising as well 
enhanced in-gear performance around town," said Paul Wilcox, 
Senior Vice President, Sales and Marketing Nissan in Europe.
